Giant Among Coaches 


Jim Lee Howell Head Coach 6th Year 


Arkansas U.; Giants Lonoke, Ark.; Englewood, N. J. 


Coach: Took over club in 1954 which had 3-9 record the previous year. 
Through shrewd trading of draft picks for veterans, rebuilt squad 
to win world championship in 1956, the Giants’ first since 1938. His 
five-year record compares with best in the NFL. Howell’s clubs have 
won 37, lost 21 and tied 2, a mark surpassed only by Paul Brown’s 
41-17-2 at Cleveland in the eastern division. Only coach to defeat 
Brown for sectional honors in the east, having done it twice in three 
seasons. Runs the head coaching job as an executive; he delegates 
authority to his aides and expects them to use it. Was Giant end 
coach under Steve Owen from 1949-53. Assistant at Arkansas in 
1936. End coach at Manhattan College in 1940. Head coach at Wagner 
College in 1949 with 8-1 record. 


Pro: Joined the Giants in 1987, among brilliant crop of rookies who won 
world championship in 1938 and eastern titles in 1939 and 1941. Also 
played on sectional winners of 1946. Was regular end for total of 
nine years, 1987-42, and 1946-48 with career interrupted by a war- 
time hitch in the Marines. 


School: Although not a high school player, Howell won position with 
Arkansas varsity under Fred Thomsen. Team was one of pioneer 
“aerial circus” outfits and was called the “passingest team in the 
land.” Jim Lee was basketball captain, leading team to Olympic 
finals at Madison Square Garden in 1936. 


Personal: Born September 27, 1914, at Lonoke, Ark. Member State Leg- 
islature 1940. Marine company commander in Pacific action. Raises 
rice and beef cattle at Lonoke farm but sold more extensive land 
holdings when named Giant coach. Lives in Englewood, N. J., during 
season. Married Sue Campbell of Lonoke; they have three children, 
two boys and girl. 
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Giants’ Assistant Coaches 


Al Sherman Offense 6th Year 


Brooklyn College Hartsdale, N. Y. 
Coach: Sherman returns to the Giants in a coaching capacity this season 
after an absence of six years. Allie was offensive aide for Steve Owen 
from 1949 to 1958 but moved on to the Canadian loop when the cux- 
rent coach regime, under Jim Lee Howell, took over in 1954. One of 
the first T quarterbacks in college football and recognized as an 
astute student of the game, Sherman replaces Vin Lombardi, now 
head man at Green Bay. One of Allie’s first jobs with the Giants in 
1949 was the conversion of Charlie Conerly from a single wing tail- 
back to a T passer. After leaving the Giants in 753, Sherman was 
head coach at Winnipeg from 1954-56, making the playoffs three 
straight years. He returned to NFL as a personnel scout for Giants 
in 1957. Coached at St. Joseph’s Prep, Philadelphia, 1946-47, and was 
part-time backfield aide at Gettysburgh College 1953. .In 1948 Sher- 


man, as player-coach, led the Paterson Panthers to the American 
Association title. 


Pro: Was drafted by the Philadelphia Eagles in 1948 and stayed with 
Greasy Neale’s club for five years, until 1947. Neals describes Sher- 
man as having one of the “sharpest football minds in the business.” 


School: Attended Boys High in New York City 1935-38 and then played 
four years of football under Lou Oshins at Brooklyn College, switch- 
ing to role of T-formation quarterback in his junior year. 


Personal: Born February 10, 1923. He and wife Joan have three children, 
Randy, Lori and Robin. In off-season Sherman couples football with 
sales promotion work. 


John Dell Isola Line Coach 3rd Year 


Fordham; Giants Medford, Mass. 


Coach: Came to Giants to tutor offense and defense lines in ’56, after 
11 years at Dartmouth in similar role. 


Pro: One of the great pro linemen of the pre-war era, as running guard 
for Giants 1934-40. Seldom weighed more than 200 but was one of 
hardest hitters in league. In fact, served as “copper” for his mates. 
All-League in ’39, when only 11 men were selected. Member NFL 
champion team 1934 and ’38, and of eastern title-holder 1935 and 39. 


School: Played 58 minutes average per game for three years at Fordham 
as center, 1932-34, and was voted MVP of squad in ’33. East-West 
game of 734. 

Personal: Born Feb. 10, 1912, married, 3 children.

Ken Kavanaugh Coach of Ends oth Year 


LSU; Chicago Bears Philadelphia 


Coach: Joined Giants in ’55 to organize ends on pass patterns. Assisted 
at Villanova ’54. 


Pro: One of most famous offensive ends in league history with Bears. 
On NFL title teams 1940-41-46. Second high scorer with 330 points 
and top touchdown maker, with 55, in Bears history. In Bears 
Hall-of-Fame. His remarkable receiving record shows one TD for 
every three passes caught. 


School: All-America end at LSU. Star on baseball team, and made 
good as minor leaguer before joining Bears. 


Personal: Born Nov. 23, 1916, at Little Rock, Ark. Operates ranch in 
California, and runs lumber business in Philadelphia. Married, 
2 children. 


Tom Landry Coach of Defense 6th Year 


Texas; Yankees; Giants Houston, Tex. 


Coach: Player-coach as defensive halfback 1954-55; full-time coach 756 
on. Applies keenly analytical mind of engineer to Giant defenses. 

Pro: Rookie with Brooklyn-New York Yankees of All-American Con- 
ference 1949. Selected by Giants in 1950 when AAC disbanded. 
With Otto Schnellbacker, Harmon Rowe and Emlen Tunnell formed 
the “umbrella” defense backfield of Giants, one of the most cele- 
brated pass defenses of all time. Crack punter. In ’52 played 
quarterback on offense also, in emergency, and led club with 404 
minutes played. 


School: Under Blair Cherry at Texas was defense specialist, sub quarter- 
back, and starting fullback in two-platoon ball. Deadly quick-kicker. 
In Orange Bowl after ’48 season rushed 17 times for 117 yards. 

Personal: Born Sept. 11, 1924. Two degrees from Texas U. Practicing 
engineer. First lieutenant Army Air Corps. Married, 3 children.
